The
imploments of husbsndry bave reached s polnt
of commendable utility, and we only ueed a
corresponding improvement lo propelling power
to render thelr work eminently 9[1(.’('!‘?.'ﬁflh. The
wants of munkiud at the present day demand a
sclotion of this goestion, The point to be
gained in this direct'on Is the construction of a
locomotive steam engive that will take the place
of animal power in the leading business of farm
work, bot more especially iu the department ot
ploughing sud caltivation,

New Settlers in Yirgiuia.

A few,
too few, we think have made purchases in
the immediate mneighborhood of Richmond,
while many have determined to locate in more
remote and more prosperons counties in the
interior of the Btate.

YA communioation has just been received
by General Richardeon, State Commissioner of
Immigration, from the agents of the Virginia
State Board of Immigration now in London,
England, which gives the most gratifying in-
formation as to the progpects of immediate im-
migration to Virginia. The agenta state that
large numbera of imwmigrants, comprising the
best claszes of English and Scoteh inborers, are
ready apd anxions to come here, and only
await the signsl of our readiness to receive
them, to embark for Norfolk. The agents
state that they are prepared to forward these
excellent workers, both male and female, in
avy number degirved, and intend to send a de-
tacbment of geversl Lnndred withont delay,
provided that places be previonsly engaged
for them. Pereons who degire to employ such
male or female laborers are requested Lo com-
municate with General Richardson, the State
Commispioner of Immigration, in person or by
letter addressed to him at Richmond,

“The agents of the Board of Immigration,
now in Lordon, express the Mllest contilence
in their ability to dispose of large quantities
of Virginia lunds to persons there of mesns,
who degire to become avlual gettiers amongst
us.
